Winnie Chu, a community rela- 
tions stafft person at the Queen's 
Bench，said few .Asian women 
volunteered to be interviewed for 
arape study conducted by the 
foundation last year， Only 5 per 
centofthe 108 rape and attempted 
rape Victims interviewed were 
Asian, Asian men included in the 
stndy made up 1 per cent of the 
142 assailants interviewed . 

Researchers were not Successful 
in reaching out to the Asian com- 
munity for a number of reasons， 
Chu said, Because of cultural bar- 
liers against talking about sex,， few 
Asian women report rapes and

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FEW ASIAN WOMEN REPORT 
RAPES OR SEEK OUTSIDE HELP 


Seek outside heljp. Those who do 
are often already aware of the 
Problem and aware that there are 
outside resources available to rape 
Victirmns， 

INCREASE 

Since there are no _ studies on 
rape among Asians, no one knows 
how many women are attacked 
nor what their _ attitudes are 
towards rape，One Chinatown 
agency gets one or two calls a 
week requesting rape information 
Chu has gotten three calls in the 
Past three weeks. But considering 
the national trend，a 41 per cent 
increase in rape over the past five 
years，Chu believes rape in the 
Asian community is also increas- 
ing. 

Yet Asian victims keep_ silent， 
They feel shame, they dont want 
outsiders_ involved，they cannot 
talk to family or friends and they 
fear others may Say they brought 
the attacks on themselves. 

Unaware that outside help was 
available，one Asian woman Chu 
knows did not talk about her 
experience until she was raped a 
third time. Chu said the woman 
rationalized the rapes by saying， 
"Its happened to me so often， 让 
doesntimake any difference.” 

SAME 

Given these attitudes，Chu said 
she is now reaching out to schools， 
community agencies and media to 
tell Asian women, “Rape is hap- 
pening，You can do something 
about 让. There are others who feel 
the same way as yOU， 

In addition to educating the 
Chinese American community 
about rape, Chu hopes to improve 
services in Chinatown. She is now 
working out an arrangement 
where one Chinatown agency 


would provide rape resource and ， 


referral services， while another 
would offer special counseling. 
She hopes these new services wi 计 
be available beginning in May. 


Again，cultural and language 
barriers stand in the way of im- 
Proved services to Asian rape 
victims， Social workers in the 
community may feel themselves 
uncomfortable dealing with rape 
problems because “Asians are 
often not in touch with their 
bodies, Chu said. The few cases 
that come to the attention of social 
workers are often mentioned in 
the course of dealing with other 
problems. 

Onutside agencies providing serv- 
ices to rape victims do not have 
bilingualsstaff，Nor is the police 
department responsible for sexual 
assault casesequipped to deal with 
victims who speak only Chinese，

WASHINGTON 一 A study re- 
leased by the U.S. Commerce De- 
partment shows that Asian Ameri- 
can businesses in the United States 
suffer below-average profit for a 
variety of factors， 


The' study shows that nearly 
fifty per cent of the Asian Ameri- 
can population is foreign born， 
and that many Asian Americamn 
businessmen are seriously handi- 
capped in language proficiency. 
Another reason for lack of com- 
Petitiveness is that Asian Ameri- 
cans also seek to _ avoid business 
risk and in business_ competition 
may Seem less aggressive and less 


China Lifts Ban 


On Beethoven 


HONG KONG 一 China tele- 
vised a performamce of Ludwig 
van Beethoven's Fifth Symphony 
March 26，ending a four-year 
ostracism of the Cerman coOmPposer 
as an“exponent of rotten western 
bourgeois culture, newspapers 
here reported last week. 

Comments appeared in 1local 
papers which said the rehabilita- 
tion of Beethoven appeared to 
indicate a return to Mao's theory 
of “Let a Hundred Flowers 
Bloom ”and a greater Openness to 
cultural exchanges with the out- 
side World. 

The concert was performed by 
the Central Philharmonic Orches- 
tra in Peking in the hall of the 
Palace of Nationalities， It was 
transmitted throughout China on 
color television and broadcast to 
foreign coOuntries， 

PROGRAM 

The program included a syrd- 
phonic poem in honor of a girl 
martyr，Liu Hu-lan，a concerto 
for pi-pa，and a piece for string 
instruments on a Chinese folk 
melody， The concert ended with 
Beethoven ssymphony. 

Papers saidq television didq not 
show the audience，making it im- 
possible to learn 让 political per- 
sonajities attended，Sources said 
German diplomats were not in- 
vited but some foreigners working 
in Peking were known to have 
attended the concert. 

Chinese Sources now explain the 
anti-Beethoven campaign actually 
was5 a maneuver by the now- 
disgraced “gang of four”against 
its political enemies，notably the 
late premier Chou En-lai. 

Last month was the 150th anni- 
versary of Beethoven's death.  ” 口

CHANGES 

According to the study，Asian- 
American-owned businesses in the 
United States are small and_ un- 
diversified, and have “not entered 
the mainstream of American eco- 
nomic jlife.”It also shows that 
many Asian American business- 
men do not have the ability to 
cope with new _ technology and 
changes in the marketplace. 


The study，based on statistics 
from the 1972 census report sup- 
plemented -by extensive personal 
contacts with Asian Americans 
and Asian American organiza- 
tions， was intended to _ identify 
factors that impact adversely on 
Asian American entry into the 
mainstream of U.S. business， 

It involved 66,841 firms owned 
by Asian Americans，including 
21,402 owned by Chinese Ameri- 
cans，20,208 owned by Japanese 
Americans，11,967 owned by Ko- 
TIean Americans, and 3,663 owned 
by Filipino Americans， 


RETAIL 

According to the study，63 per 
cent of all Asian American firms 
are in retailing Or selected services， 
showing that Asian American con- 
centration in retail trade and 
Selected services is significantly 
higher than the U.S. average. The 
Predominant type and most nu- 
Imerous businesses of Asian Ameri- 
cans are food stores and eateries， 
There is low concentration of 
Asian Americans in construction 
andmanufacturing. 


The study reveals that the 
22,000 Asia American firms in 
retailing have aggregate annual 
gIOSS ITeceipts (gross Sales) of $2.1 
billion, an average gross receipt of 
only $95,000 for each firm，In 
comparison，the aggregate g&ITOSS 
receipts of all Asian American 


New Coal Field 
In Eastern China 


HONG KONG 一 A big new 
coal field with a rich deposit was 
discovered in east China's Anhwei 
province，according to Ta 天 ung 
Pao, a Chinese journal here. 

The field has high-quality coal 
in Several varieties，the paper re- 
Ported. 
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firms in retailing are smaller than 
the_ individual 1973 receipts of 
Several major retail corporations 
in the United States， 

Analyzing why the Asian Ameri- 
can firms are not coOmpetitive with 
other businesses in securing a DPIo- 
portionate share of the market， 
the study shows that Asian Ameri- 
can businesses are predominantly 
sole proprietorships without paid 
employees， 

As an indication of the insigmnifi- 
camnce of such sole proprietorships 
among Asian American firms， the 
study reveals that nearly 52 per 
cent of these sole proprietorships 
have less than $5,000 of annual 
gross receipts, and that only 4 per 
cent of these sole proprietorships 
have more than $25,000 of annual 
grOSS receipts. 


LOW RECEIPTS 
Such low receipts also Prevail 这 
larger _ Asian American firms 


which are in the form of either 
partnership _ or corporation: Ac- 
cording to the studyv， regardless of 
the form of ownership, 68 per cenit 
of Asian American businesses have 
less than $25,000 of annual gross 
Teceipts， 

This situation has not improved 
in recent years，the study also 
shows, Not only is the growth in 
number of Asian American busi- 
nesses Over the Survey period less 
than that of all minority-owned 
businesses，but such groxwth has 
concentrated in the low-receipts 
categorVy,， For businesses with an- 
nual receipts of  $25;000 to 
$50,000、the growth in the num- 
ber of firms was only 10 per cent， 
whereas total minority growth in 
firms in this category was 23 per

In the women's game, Chang Li 
got China off to an impressive 
start against south Korea， 

Looking very confident，Chang 
took the first game 21-10 against 
South KoreanIAilesa Lee. 

Lee， repeatedly ，overhitting， 
seemed unable to control Chang's 
spin and also wasted a serve to go 
18-8 down， 

The Korean girl netted weakly 
for 20-9 and lost the game when 
she ballooned the ball high in the 
air， 

Chang put China 1-0 ahead by 
overcoming Miss Lee 21-10，22- 
20. 

CLOSER 

The second game was much 
closer as Lee settled down and 
leveled at 18-18. 

It was neck and neck then,， with 
the Korean girl leveling again at 
20-20 with a great smash，but 
Chang made a Supreme effort and 
got home. 

Chang Te-ying of China won 
her first game against south Ko- 
iean Chung Hyun-sook, 23-21. 
It was an epic battle between 
the high-serving Chinese girl and 
the outwardly calm Chung who 
led for the first time at 21-20. The 
game was full of flashing rallies 


with both . players making some 
brilliant recovery shots， 

But the Korean girl lost the 
game on a rare mistake when she 
mais-hit. 

Chang won 23-21, 21-13 to put 
China 2-0 ahead. 

CLEVER 

Chang led 12-4 in the second 
game before her Korean rival 
grew steadier and pulled up to 
13-9 and 16-11.， But Chung 
seemed to lose heart then and she 
was sent completely the wrong 
way by the clever Chinese girl to 
drop further behind. 

Both team captains kept the

FEDS TO WITHHOLD FUNDS FROM 
CITY FOR DISCRIMINATION 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 Chinese 
for Affirmative Action (CAA) and 
the NAACP, along with attorneys 
of Public Advocates，Employment 
Law Center，and the Mexican 
American Legal Defense and 下 du- 
cation Fund (MALDEF)， met 
with Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury Bill Beckham recently to 
Press the Office of Revenue Shar- 
ing of the U.S. Department of the 
Treasury to continue all necessary 
Steps to withhold federal funds 
from the City and County of San 
Francisco for discriminatory po- 
lice hiring procedures. 

The Federal Revenue Sharing 
Act of 1972 prohibits any recipient 
state OF local government from 
discriminating on the basis of 
race,，color, national origin，OT Sex 
in its hiring Policies or in its denial 
of benefits of federal revenue 
sharing programs. 

NON-COMPLIANCE 

The Act requires the Secretary 
of the Treasury to issue a“Notice 
of Non-Compliance ”to a recipient 
government when it is found to be 
guilty of discriminatory hiring 
procedures by a federal or state 
court. The recipient government 
then has 30 days to show what 
steps will be taken to eradicate 
these discriminatory Policies. 

In January 1977，U.S$.， District 
Court Judge Robert Peckham 


ruled，in Officers for Justice 715， 
9 FF，Cipil Serbice COma7maissiom， 
that the S.F, Police Department's 
Promotional Policies， based on 
Seniority， severely discriminated 
against Asians，blacks，Latinos 
and women from being appointed 
as Sergeants. This lawsuit， of 
which CAA is a co-plaintiff，was 
first filed in 1973. 


CUT OFF 

On February 24，1977，Latinos 
for Affirmative Action filed an 
administrative complaint with the 
Treasury Dept., charging that the 
Citys discriminatory policies have 
restulted in only 4 per cent Latinos 
on its work force，whereas more 
than 16 per cent of all S.F， resi- 
dents are Latinos. The complaint 
asked the Treasury Dept. to cut 
off funds to San Francisco because 
Judge Peckham had held its police 
hiring policies to be discrimina- 
tory， 


After Judge Peckham's ruling 
had been brought to their atten- 
tion by this Latino comPplaint，the 
Office of Revenue Sharing issued a 
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“Notice of Non-Compliance” to 
the Mayor of San Francisco on 
March 23, The City has until April 
18 to show how it will end dis- 
crimination in _ the police depart- 
ment. 

Assistant Secretary Beckham， 
formerly vice-mayor of Detroit， 
stated that investigators would be 
coming to San Francisco to review 
both the police situation and the 
broader Latino complaint. If the 
City does not act decisively，fed- 
eral funds will be cut off on July 
18.， San Francisco annually re- 
ceives more than $25 million in 
revenue Sharing funds，. 

CAA pointed out to _ Assistant 
Secretary Beckham that the Chi- 
nese community is a victim of dis- 
crimination on two fronts: (a) of 
the 1700 S$.F. police officers，only 
8 are Chinese; (b) non-English- 
speaking Chinese have no access to 
bilingual police Protection in 
Chinatown or the Richmond Dis- 
trict. 

All the plaintiffs urged Beckham 
to include their Participation in 
monitoring any remedial hiring 
program which may be approved 
by the Office of Revenue Sharing 
for the City. 口

SEQUIM 

The basic structure of his classes 
is in three parts,，a short lecture，a 
demonstration of technique by Yip 
or one of the other teachers in his 
School，and acritique session. 
These classes are held on location 
at Such places as “Beautiful Se- 
quim，Washington,” or“Delight- 
ful Contra Costa County.” 

The substance of the classes 
appears not to be in the painting 
technique, but in the approach of 
teaching that is intrinsically tied to 
Yips personajlity. 

Yips theory of learning has 
touches of Taoism and is pointedly 
anti-institutional. He says that he 
tells his _ students not to follow 
established styles and to enjoy the 
process of _ creation without 
thought of monetary reward. He 
Stresses inner grOowth，developing 
the students” senses to see for 
themselves and develop their own 
approach, their own reality. This 
apparently appeals to his predom- 
inantly midqle-class suburban stu- 
dents who have to overcome the 
fear of criticism of their work. 
They learn from Yip that nothing 
ene paints is \WWTODg. 

His theory and-approach have 
resulted in much praise from his 
students,， who range from ones 
who have attended only one of his 
classes to _ those who have been 
with him since the fifties. 

Amidst all this admiration，Yip 
remains a modest man who is 
compelled by his inner self，ex-- 
pending enormous amounts of 
energy to inspire his students to 
their own aesthetic goals.
